| where it stood for 23 years until it found its way across the park to grace a 
| neighborhood of less repute. The Arch was adapted by Nash from the Arch 
of Constantine at Rome, and cost £80,000, An un- 
sightly brick arch with wooden gates had been the 
original entrance to the park. In 1822 handsome 
iron gates graced the spot. When the Marble Arch 
was erected these gates were placed on each side 
of it. For many years the locality has been the 
meeting place of fanatics, men with grievances, and 
lesser politicians, who, under the protection of the 
police, are allowed to relieve their feelings to the 
edification of park loiterers, It seems to have al- 
ways been a popular place for dissention, Here at 
the funeral of Queen Caroline a conflict took place 
between the people and soldiery, and two peoplic 
were killed. Perhaps there is something in the air,

enon ——— land Gate, with the old gallows a little beyond. The

According to the evidence of Dr 
Harold M. Vango, a tant patholo 
gist at the Unive ty of Alberta 
Wawryko had 6'4 grains of stryech 
nine in his stomach 

Enough to Kill 

"This {s a tremendous amount,” Dr 
Vango said Usually one grain is 
sufficient to kill a man 

Wawryko, an hour and a half before 
his death, seemed to be in normal 
Spirits although downhearted and ap- 
peared to be thinking deeply, accord- 
ing to evidence given by those who 
had seen him shortly before he walk- 
ed out of the rooming house at 10310 |} 
100th street 

Walter Markinuk, 10310 100th street 
said that he had known the deceased 
for three or four years and that on | 
the night that he had died, Wayryko | 
had come into the rooming house with 
his laundry and had gone out again 
after spending a few mijnutes there 
He appeared to be downhearted but 
Markinuk did not question him, | 

“Thinking Deeply” 

“He was thinking deeply, because 
when I spoke to him he did not seem 
to hear me,” M allene Turchinsky | 
told the jury 
was in no trouble and never com- 
plained of being worried about any- 
thing.” 

Dr, C. W, Holmes, who was at the 
hospital when Wawryko was brought 
in as an emergency cese, said that | 
the nan was Unconscious and Wis 
foaming at the meuth He lapsed | 
from one convulsion to another and 
while a stomach pump and antidote 
were being rushed from one corner of 
the hospital, he died, ‘This was four 
minutes after he was admitted, | 

Bert Miller, manager of Mike's news 
stand on Jasper, said that he had seen 
the man lying on the pavement and | 
had called an ambulance. Wawryko | 
had his nands tightly c ‘ned over | 
his stomach and was drawing them | 
agonizingly up towards his chest, 

Had Two Cents 

Detective William McDonald, of the 
city police force, said that he had 
made a canvas of every drvg store in 
the city and that he had found that 
the strychnine had not been sold to 
him in Edmonton, The man had only 
two cents in his pocket and he had 
been out of work for some time 

The deceased has a brother some- 
where in the United States and ef- 
forts will be made to locate him
